The large number of acclamations 
for Students’ Council positions is 
explained by as many theories as 
there are persons discussing the 
topic.

While the results in terms of stu- 
dent interest would decline, perhaps 
necessity will soon dictate a turn to 
the system of many large campuses, 
which chooses new executives from 
the- returning members of outgoing 
Councils or Boards.—P.S.H.
